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(New) The method according to claim 46, further comprising drying said seed. 
(New) The method according to claim 47, further comprising processing said seed. 
(New) A method for producing a hybrid watermelon variety comprising: 


a) planting in a field a first and a second watermelon plant, wherein said first watermelon plant is 


the male parent, wherein said second watermelon plant is the female parent, wherein said first or 
said second watermelon plant is a watermelon plant according to claim 29; 

b) conducting pollination; 

c) harvesting seed from said female parent, wherein said seed is seed of a hybrid watermelon 
variety.
